labor of the state, by the hands of toll, by the public sen- 
timent of Nevada—by heads that are long to remember 
and strong to avenge. It la the old battle'of privilege v». 
principle, of greed vs. need. 


Let the people's friends in the senate be strong and 


steadfast. Let them BO vote that they will receive the ap- 
plause of the multitude, and the approval of their own 
consciences. Let them so record their suffrages that the 
haunting ghost of the Fellow Servants bill may never in 
the years to come, level at them the blighting finger of ac- 
cusation and condemnation, nor -breathe the miasma of 
sudden- death upon their dreams of civic distinction or 
political preferment.

That is nothing to the row that is now on between 
the attorneys of Washoe county, and the people are to be 
held up for several thousand dollars each year In order to 
satisfy the Washoe County Bar Association. 


THE Washoe County Bar Association have combined 


to either ruin a fellow attorney or make the people pay 
the expenses of an additional court. It Is now up to the 
present legislature to see that they do neither. 


O 


NE of the moat important measures in its bearing up- 


on the interests of labor that was ever considered 


by the Nevada legislature Is now pending In that body. 
This Is the Fellow Servants Bill. Introduced by Smith, of 
Humboldt, In the assembly. This is a righteous bill if ever 
there was onev By its terms every railroad company doing 
business In the state is made responsible for the incompe- 
tence, incapacity, Inefficiency or inattention of Its employes. 
If the company through the fault of one employe destroys 
the We, limb, health or sight of another, it thereby be- 
comes liable in damages for such destruction. If this bill 
becomes a law and the company, through carelessness or 
covetousness persists in employing Incompetent hands, 
it must shoulder the responsibility for Us acts. It is made 
to apply to railroad companies only, because railroad em- 
ployes alone have asked for Its passage. 


The history of this, or a measure very similar, is not 


confined, in Nevada, to the session of 1905. Two years 
ago, under pledge to do so, Senator Hardln, of Humboldt. 
Introduced a Fellow Servants bill. He fulfilled his pledge 
to this extent, but afterwards adopted the extraordinary 
and unprecedented course of not only voting, but of 
speaking and working against his own bill. Notwithstand- 
ing this, the legislature understood that the measure WAS 
n popular one. demanded by the people of Nevada in gen- 
eral and by the railroad employes In particular, and It 
would have passed but for the strenuous lobbying of the 
Southern Pacific agent, with the assistance of the pass 
privilege and other "arguments" even more potent, and 
the tiZd of ather powerful political agencies. 


The political result of the defeat of the bill was appar- 


ent In the last campaign when the Democratic party, held 
responsible for the acts of the legislature of 1903, was de- 
feated, particularly In Humboldt county, which had al- 


* ways been regarded as a stronghold of Democracy. Al- 


though the railroad employes showed a lack of logic in 
thereby permitting the election to the United States Sen- 
atorshlp of the very man who had been most Instrumental 
In beating the bill. It must be granted that there were cer- 
tain contributory agencies In the shape of a generous 
campaign fund. etc.. and certain extenuating circumstan- 
ces, such as the smallness of the Republican majority, 
and there Is no disputing that the action of the legislature 
nf 1903 was entirely responsible for the fact that there was 
such a thing as a Republican majority in Humboldt county 
Dt all. We can therefore plainly see that the loss of a 
United States Senator-ship was due to the defeat of the 
Follow Servants bill. 


The bill is before the legislature again, and the Demo- 


cratic party has a chance to redeem Itself. Through Its 
loyal, steadfast representatives in the Assembly, it ha* 
done so already. In that Republican body the bill, although 
Introduced by a Republican, has been passed by Demo- 
cratic votes. 
Of the fourteen Democrats In the lower 


house, every member voted for It. Of the twenty-five Re- 
publicans but nine voted for the bill, and It only passed by 
the narrow margin of three votes. And now It Is up to the 
senate to deal with this wise artd Just measure, and to the 
Democrats in that body to save the credit of their party 
by standing for what Is essentially a Democratic measure. 
For the Republican party Is the party of privilege, of mo- 
nopoly, o* respect lor corporate demands and acqulesence 


' In corporation legislation, but the Democratic party, if 


It stands for anything, stands for the rights of man, for th« 
man as against the dollar, for the righteous demands of 
1.'* or and for the conservation of labor's Interests. 


The provisions of the bill are simple. It merely asks 


that the legislature of Nevada shall grant to-Its people the 
same right as Is now enjoyed by the people of Utah, Mon- 
tana. Colorado and Wyoming. It merely asks that the 
railroad man. crippled In the service of his company 
through the negligence or Incapacity of another employe, 
shall have the right to sue for damages in the courts of hi* 
own state. Instead of having placed upon his slender purse 
the strain of having to seek redress In another state. 


There Is the proposition in a nutshell, and any Demo- 


crat worthy of the name cannot, In Justice to himself and 
to his party, do other than support the measure. 


The Democratic party is the natural friend of the peo- 


ple and. as such, is sure of victory at their hands. In any 
other guise it merely stultifies Itself and can only expect 
the bitterness of overwhelming defeat—defeat as over- 
whelming and cataclysmal as overtook it In the campaign 
Htlll fresh In our minds—the memorable national cam- 
paign of 1904. 


The Democratic party In Nevada has been the friend 


of the worklngman, and has enjoyed the fruits of that 
friendship. Let not its senators, nor the allied senators 
elected through its endorsement and by its votes, depart 
from that position on an Issue so plain of comprehension— 
so simple and so meritorious as the Fellow Servants bill.

perate greed, with Us outstretched hands offering the

PEACE OFFICERS 


IRE NOT ACT! 


Usual Number of Offenders Were Not 


on Hand, and the Mystery Has 


Been Explained 


For Home unknown reason there has 


been only two arrests by the Sparks 
peace officers in the last five daya.^

the purpose of defraying the expenses 
incurred and to be incurred in the suit 
of the State of Nevada, plaintiff, v. 
Florlston Pulp and Paper Company, 
defendant, now pending In the United 
States Circuit Court, Ninth Circuit, 
Northern 
District 
of 
California, 


brought for the purpose of restraining 
and preventing the pollution of the 
waters of Truckee river, and In any 
court to which the same may be ap- 
pealed, such expenditure to be paid 
as other claims against the State aro 
allowed and paid, and the Board of 
County 
Commissioners of 
Washoe 


county, Nevada, an additional sum of 
$3,000. for the purpose of defraying the 
expenses of said litigation, such ex- 
penditure on the part of Washoe coun- 
ty to be allowed and paid as other 
claims against Washoe county are al- 
lowed and paid. 


Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect

The Senate today passed the military 
academy appropriation bill and began 
consideration of the Indian appropri- 
ation bill.

the commltteeof Interstate commerce

legislation during the present session 
of Congress.
